Known, Disappear-—Delayed 


Report Filed with Police. 


While two men, whose names are 
not known, were scuffling for pos­ 
session of a revolver at the corner 
of Walnut and Brown streets Sat­ 
urday night, the

through a door of the residence of 
Otis Bozell, narrowly missing mem­ 
bers of the family who were in the 
hallway.

tion of the combatants is meager the 
officers had practically 110 clew upon 
which to work. 
The members of the Bozell family 
had been sitting in a room on the 
first tioor and had started up the 
stairway in the hall to retire for the 
night. 
When they approached the 
top of the stairway the bullet shat­ 
tered the glass in

door in the 
hallway and buried itself in the stair 
casing.

of the remnants of her armies. 
Official announcement to this effect 
was made in the Hungarian parlia­ 
ment by Count Tisza. 
The news was 
received with great rejoicing in Bud­ 
apest and in Berlin when it was tele­ 
graphed here. 
Count Tisza announced that peace 
negotiations will begin at once. 
It is 
understood here that King Nicholas 
will leave his country 
with 
other 
members of the royal family and go 
to Italy. 
In all probability an Austrian will 
be named to the throne of the tiny 
kingdom which has withheld invading 
armies for decades.

ous rumors that general coal strikes 
are coming. 
Railroads are reported 
to have been hoarding coal in pre­ 
paration of such strikes. 
Officials 
of the mine workers today said that 
they could forsee no definite trouble 
and that if the 
operators 
proved 
reasonable there would be no labor 
disturbances. 
What is the nature of the organ­ 
ization troubles is a jealously guard­ 
ed secret, but they are believed to 
be closely associated w’ith President 
White himself. 
Better w’orking conditions will al­ 
so be demanded by the miners. These 
demands will inc lude a request for 
the general acceptance of the mine 
run system, which is at present in 
effect in Illinois and Ohio. 
International officials of the min­ 
ers, whose headquarters are here, 
have been trying for some time to 
arrange with the operators for the 
re-establishment of 
the 
interstate 
joint conference of wage scale nego­ 
tiations. 
The desire is to take the 
demands formulated by this conven­ 
tion before a joint conference of min­ 
ers and operators of the 
“central 
competitive field,” comprising Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, and Western Penn­ 
sylvania, and there to 
reach an 
agreement which will be a basis of 
negotiations in other states. 
The 
interstate conference was discontin­ 
ued after Ohio operators refused to 
accept the mino 
run 
proposition, 
wdiich later w’as provided for in that 
state by statute. 
A recent meeting of the operators 
and miner representatives in Chicago 
failed to re-establish the joint con­ 
ference because of the absence of 
Western 
Pennsylvania 
operators. 
These operators are said to take the 
position that conditions in Pennsyl­ 
vania are so different from those in 
the other three states that a joint 
agreement cannot be reached. 
Three committees have 
been 
in 
session here since January 12, work­ 
ing over resolutions and other ma­ 
terials. 
No 
resolutions 
were 
ac­ 
cepted after that date. 
The commit­ 
tees are the constitution committee, 
the resolutions committee, and the 
committee on appeals and g r ie v a n c e s . the Metropolitan Concert Company, 
All resolutions were in the hands of °* New’ 5 ork, under the auspices of 
the international secretary on that 
date and he referred them to the 
proper committees. 
This is the largest labor conven­ 
tion in America.

“You r note relating to the massa­ 
cre of Americans at Santa Isabelil, 
receiv ed and immediately placed be­ 
fore General Carranza, who said he 
had already issu ed orders for the im­ 
mediate pu rsu it, captu re and pu nish­ 
ment of those responsible for the 
atrocity . 
“He stated that he believ ed that 
this ou trag e committed was connect­ 
ed directly with Villa and done es­ 
pecially to prov oke international trou ­ 
bles at this time. 
He said that he 
had declared that those g u ilty be pu n­ 
ished by death. 
He say s that nobody 
can lament more than he that su ch 
atrocity occu rred, bu t that ev en in 
the best reg u lated states ou tbu rsts of 
disorder and lawlessness may cau se 
destru ction of property and loas of 
life. 
“He say s he is ex pecting fu ll re­ 
ports from General Trev ino and that 
all efforts will be made to protect the 
Americans and any other foreig ners 
who may be in the district.

The state department is still await­ 
ing a report from Consu l Edwards at 
Ju arez on the inqu ires of Secretary 
Lansing as to the consu l’s au thority 
for stating that he had been hindered 
from Washing ton to g et assu rances 
of protection from Carranza people 
for foreig ners.
